BRITAIN REPORTED 
NEAR HARNESSING 
OF THE H-BOMB 


LONDON, Nov. 18 (UP)— 
British nuclear scientists have 
artificially created the almost 
2,000,000-degree temperature 
necessary to harness the fury 
of the hydrogen bomb for 
peaceful uses, it was announced 
today. 

A spokesman for the British 
atomic energy authority cau- 
tiously announced that “‘the in- 
dications are that fusion has 
been achieved.” The gpokes- 
man said scientists at the Har- 


well atomic center succeeded 
in creating temperatures of 
more than 1,800,000 degrees 
Fahrenheit. It was the first 
known artificial achievement 
of fusion outside an H-bomb 
explosion. They used an ap- 
paratu described only as 
“Zeta.” 


Authoritative sources said it 
was felt that Britain now had 
taken the first step toward 
converting the H-bomb’s lethal 
power. Sources have stressed, 
however, that “engineering 
problems” remain to be solved 
before fusion can be used for 
commercial power 

It was understood that the 
Harwell experiments utilized 
pure deuterium which can be 
produced easily from water at 
a cost of $750,000 a ton. En- 
gineers estimated that this 
amount would yield energy 
equivalent to 1,000,000 tons of 
coal costing four times as 
much.

OF MERCHANTS 
TAX RETURNS 


Study Will Determine 
If There Have Been 
Irregularities in Pay- 
ment of Levies. 


A special audit of license 
tax returns was begun today in 
the office of License Collector 
Joseph T. (Juggy) Hayden 
under the direction of Comp- 
troller John H. Poelker, to de- 
termine if there have been any 
irregularities in the adminis- 


tration or payment of mer- 


chants and manufacturers 1i- 
cense taxes. 

The study was prompted by 
a 1955 tax survey made for 
Mayor Raymond R. Tucker by 
the auditing firm of Fox & 
Placht, which indicated there 
were sharp discrepancies in the 
amounts of sales and value of 
inventories reported for license 
tax purposes, as against those 
for earnings tax returns. 

In addition, there have been 
allegations that some of Hay- 
den’s employes solicited or re- 
ceived bribes from _ business- 
men seeking a reduction in 
their income levies. 

Gunn’s Meeting Tomorrow. 


Meanwhile, president Donald 
Gunn of the Board of Alder- 
men announced that other city 
officials had accepted his in- 
vitation to meet in Gunn’s of- 
fice in City Hall at 3 p.m. to- 
morrow to discuss the possibil- 
ity of revising the merchants 
and manufacturers license tax 
structure. 

“Any tax that calls for 
cheating on the part of the 
taxpayer is not good law,” 
Gunn said today, “and that is 
what the license tax, in efect, 
does call for. If the taxpayer 
adhered strictly to its provi- 
sions, the tax would be almost 
confiscatory.” 

The levy, which Gunn has 
described as being both “anti- 
quated and unjust,” amounts to 
$1.25 on each $1000 in sales, 
and a tax of $2.25 on each

It conserves the meat by elimi- 
nating the “fast shrink” ex- 
perienced at high tempera- 
tures, “eeps in the delicious 
flavor and juices, and elimi- 
nates basting. You're bound to 
enjoy holiday beef, cooked and 
served to perfection, according 
to these simple directions. 


Roast Standing Ribs of Beef. 


Wipe meat with a clean, 
damp cloth. Season with salt 
and pepper. Place roast, fat 
side up, on a rack in an open 
roasting pan. Do not add wa- 
ter, do not cover, do not. baste. 
If meat thermometer is used, 
insert through outside fat into 
thickest part of muscle, s0 
point does not rest on fat or 
bone. Reast in a slow oven, 
(325 degrees F.). For rare beef, 
roast 22-26 minutes per pound 
or until meat thermometer 
registers 140 degrees F:; for 
medium beef, toast 26-30 min- 
utes per pound, or until meat 
thermometer registers 160 de- 
grees F.: for well done beef, 
roast 33-35 minutes per pound, 
or until meat thermometer 
registers 170 degrees F.

Savory Beets. 

One can (one pound) beets, 
drained; one teaspoon sugar; 
one-fourth teaspoon salt; 3 
tablespoons horseradish; one- 
half cup sour cream. 

Chop beets very fine. Add 
sugar, salt, horseradish, and 
sou;; cream. Mix well. Serve 
cold as a relish or hot as a veg- 
etable. Yield: four servings.

Dillon said this issue will be 
up to Congress for decisive 
action next session, His speech 
was the latest in a series by 
Administration leaders appar- 
ently aimed at preventing Con- 
gress from scrapping’ the aid

Teachers in grade and high 
schools could turn out a better 
product if they weren’t hamstrung

My wife and I date back to the 
school system of 40 years ago. 
There were shortcomings then, to 
be sure, but at least we learned to 
read and write with some facility, 
had a fair knowledge of geography, 
history, gtPammar and mathematics, 
developed some taste for good lit- 
erature and the other arts, and ac- 
tually could read a newspaper with 
interest beyond the funnies and 
sports pages. 

Age plays tricks but I don’t be- 
lieve we would be far wrong in 
Saying fhat when we finished 
eighth grade, we had a better 
grasp of the world we live in than 
the average high-school graduate 
of today. I do know.that we had 
respect, if not awe, for our teach- 
ers, and if we did occasionally mis- 
behave sufficiently to be ordered to 
see the principal, with teacher's 
note in hand, it was akin to hav- 
ing been ordered to stand before 
the Judgment Seat. 

It was rare for a child to be sus- 
pended or expelled from school. 

We had no organized, highly vo- 
cal parents group trying: to dictate 
school policy, or making inréads on 
educational time with “yo = 
d iving, sw j nd the 
oon eddy Suck tithe were 
in the province of the home.

Nearly half a century after Teddy Roosevelt's trust-busting, 
concentration of economic influence remains a problem and a 
growing one; petroleum industry is unique in escaping feder- 
» al regulation; its billions make it a mighty force in Congress.

The Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey—the colossus of the American 
petroleum industry—is celebrating its 
seventy-fifth anniversary this year, 
and the occasion is being marked by 
an unprecedented public relations 
campaign to acquaint every one with 
the company’s impressive contribution 
to the age of science and technology. 


Standard of New Jersey is the epit- 
ome of the modern industrial corpo- 
ration. It is a holding company with 
70 affiliates which 
have acquired sub- 
stantial interest in 
400 oil companies 
in more than 100 
countries and de- 
pendencies. 

Its current con- 
solidated assets to- 
tal more than $6.- 
500,000,000, and its 
operating revenues 
last year exceeded 
seven billion dol- 
lars, with net éarn- 
ings of $800,000.- 
000. The company Theodore Roosevelt 
produces 14 er 
cent of the world’s crude and 15 per 
cent of the world’s refined oil. 


What about the trust-busting of 
Theodore Roosevelt, the Sherman 
Anti-Trust Act, the Supreme Court 
decision of 1911 ordering Standard of 
New Jersey to dissolve its corporate 
ties with the 33 affiliates it then con- 
trolled? Standard’s growth has been 
continuous since the 1911 dissolutioa. 


On the Customer's ‘Fill "Er Up’ 


Further, Standard shares the world 
market with at least a dozen other 
enormous overseas combinations. On 
the domestic scene, there are eight 
other oil giants which are among the 
17 manufacturing corporations in the 
country listing assets of more than a 
billion dollars each. 

In addition, there are 20,000 so- 
called independent domestic oil pro- 
ducers, ranging from Texas million- 
aires like H. L. Hunt, Clint Murchison 
and Roy Cullen to farmers who pro- 
duce a few barrels daily. 


For the most part, however, these 
operators — who account for nearly 
half the national production—are é€n- 
gaged only in the production of crude 
oil and are under long-term contract 
to supply the major companies, which 
own the refinery and distribution fa- 
cilities as well as their own sources 
of domestic and foreign supplies. 


One newspaper columnist called it 
“a battle between millionaires afd 
billionaires with the consumer footing 
the bill every time he drives into a 
service station and says, ‘Fill ‘er up.’” 


That Depletion Allowance

successful in forestalling federal reg- 
ulation through the instrumentality 
of the Interstate Oil Compact Commis- 


sion, a voluntary and permissive or--.

Fearful that the waste and indis- 


criminate drilling practices prevalent 
in the industry were inviting federal 
regulation, the commission was set up 
to apply conservation measures.

Under the law, the owners of a well

On the other hand, if a factory 
building costs $100,000 and is expected 
to last 50 years, the owners can deduct 
only $2000 a year for depreciation. 


Texas Congressmen frankly con- 
cede they represent what they term 
“oil constituencies” just as the agri- 
cultural bloc represents farmers. 


As far back as 1896, John D. Rocke- 
feller’s Standard Oil Company con- 
tributed a quarter of a million dol- 
lars to McKinley’s campaign against 
Bryan and duplicated the sum in his 
re-election race of 1900. And there 
is the Teapot Dome scandal disclosure 
of Harry Sinclair’s part in g off 
the tremendous deficit incurred by the 
Republican party in electing Harding. 


Five Anti-Trust Suits Dropped 


In more recent years, there was the 
furor during the 1948 Senate hearings 
on President Truman's nomination of 
California oilman Edwin Pauley for 
the position of Under Secretary of 
the Navy. 

The nomination was blocked largely 
on the basis of testimony by Harold 
Ickes who said Pauley had offered to 
raise $300,000 among oilmen for the 
Democratic party if the Government 
would not press its offshore oil suit. 


Pauley vigorously denied having 
made such an offer, but Ickes’s word 
seems to have carried more weight. 


In 1952 Congress became so alarmed 
at the enormous extent to which eco- 
nomic power had been concentrated 
among the major oil. producers that 
an investigation was ordered. 


As a result of that investigation a 
cartel report was drawn up which 
formed the basis for anti-trust suits 
and criminal indictments against five 
major oil companies — Standard of 
New Jersey, Standard of California, 
Socony-Vacuum, Texas and Gulf. 


When President Truman left office, 
however, the criminal indictments 
were dropped. The new Administra- 
tion has never prosecuted these anti- 
trust suits. 

The debate over “bigness” has been 
raging for years and will certainly be- 
come more vociferous as the 
of economic concentration continues.

A Literary Profusion

Most readers of the “little” literary 
magazines are familiar with the work 
of James Boyer May, longtime cham- 
pion of little presses and editor of a 
unique magazine directory called 
Trace. This sudden encounter, in 
book form, of.his best work is a wel- 
come and rather startling experience. 
Startling because it commands serious 
examination and appraisal of May’s 
writing in a way not possible before 
to audiences of the widespread maga- 
zines to which he has contributed. 


The best of this writing is the 
poetry which, though unequal in qual- 
ity, includes some fine individual 
poems. These are mostly on elemental 
or metaphysical themes (“The Chief 
Delusion,” “Stays Not” and “Life's 
Astronomy”). Here May’s close, her- 
metic style, a source of controversy 
among editors, typically reveals the 
imaginative play of words and syntax 
most admired by his adherents. This 
is not poetry for the casual reader; it 
is strongly metaphorical and elliptic, 
but offers frequent and _ distinct 
rewards.

More familiar to other readers, the 
firm-voiced essays are reprinted from 
Trace and elsewhere. In these, May 
appears to show most authority in his 
writings on the little magazines and 
the interesting personalities in this 
field. The “Selected Fiction” contains 
11 stories, also reprinted from maga- 
zines, showing a progressive imprové- 
ment since 1945 in the author’s plots 
and character portrayal. 


These three works certainly im- 
prove editor May's stature among the 
growing number of individualistic and 
experimental writers for the little 
magazines. Well printed (in England) 
and sturdily bound, the books are also 
a credit to the small publisher whose 
costs, per volume, are generally high.

But to a real dyéd-in-the- 
wool devotee of this type of 
dress, to refer to his clothes 
as Ivy League would be as un- 
thinkable as for members of 
the 400 to refer to themselves 
as the 400. It has simply been 
a way of life, like being U or 
non-U, or knowing which fork 
to use when. 

For many years, about the 
only acquaintance a man out- 
side Ivy League circles had 
with Ivy League clothes came 
from looking at ads in the New 
Yorker. There must be men 
who wear them, he said to 
himself, then he turned back 
to Esquire, where he felt 
more at home. 

Such was the situation for a 
long time and then two or three 
years ago, for reasons which 
nobody seems to be able to 
put a finger on, the style began 
to spread over the rest of the 
country. Maybe, say. some 
clothiers, it was just a reac- 
tion from the drape shape with 
its padded shoulders and wide, 
pleated 


pants. Maybe, say 
others, it’s just a swing of the 
pendulum, something that hap- 


pens every two or three dec- 
ades in men’s fashions. But 
whatever it is, the country has 
gone on an Ivy Leaguc jag. 

Nationally speaking, the 
Clothing Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation estimates that some 12 
per cent of all the suits sold 
this year will be Ivy League, 
which may not seem like much 
until you consider that hereto- 
fore the sale of such clothes 
was only a fraction of one per 
cent, even in the east, and too 
small a fraction to even figure 
in most parts of the country. 

Here in St. Louis, clothing 
men estimate about 8 per cent 
of the suits being sold are Ivy 
League. This, incidentally, 
means what we might refer to 
as pure Ivy, something you 
don't really see a lot of. 

In addition to the real Ivy 
League suit there is what the 
ads refer to as ‘Ivy type,” “Ivy 
inspired” and “Ivy like.” This 
can mean alsmost anything, but 
what it most generally means 
is trousers with a belt in the 
back. 

In fact, the belt in the back 
seems to have become, for a 
world of people, a sort of uni- 
versal symbol of Ivy League 
clothes. It,has led to some 
strange absurdities. 

Originally the belt tn the 
back was found on Ivy League 
caps, which were ene af the 
first manifestati@ng of the 
trend even out here in the 
Middle West, and on the backs 
of Ivy League trousers. Some 
shirt manufacturers started 
putting little belts and buckles 
on the backs of the collars of 
button-down shirts, thereby 
making them doubly, or indub- 
itably, Ivy League, and then 
they began to appear in such 
strange places as on the count- 
ers of loafers. One teen-age 
shop has gone even further 
and invested these straps on 
the shoes with a special sign 
language. Leave the buckle un- 
buckled, they proclaim, and 
“youre available.” “Keep the 
buckle buckled and everyhody 
knows you're going steady.” 

“But that's nothing,” one 
downtown merchant told me 
with an air of resignation. 
“I've just reached the epitome. 
I now have belts with belts on 
the back.” 

All of which brings us down 
te the question, just what is 
this thing calléd Ivy? Basically, 
it’s a suit style, but the suit 
calls for the proper accessories

store fn St. Louts which, all 
through the years, has carried 
and made available clothes of 
this type for the small clientele 
who preferred them. But what 
it is, they will tell you, is the 
natural shoulder type suit, or 
the eastern look, or even the 
British look, because it really 
stemmed a long time ago from 
British tailoring. 


THE MOST DISTINGUISH- 
ING characteristic of the style is 
the absence of padding in the 
shoulders, which can startle a 
man when he tries one of them 
on after years of wearing suits 
with football shoulders. The 
coats are often made with what 
are known as lap seams. There 
are three buttons, placed rath- 
er high. The lapels are narrow 
and the notch is high. The 
sleeves are narrow and cut 
straight. The pockets have a 
flap, and in the back there 
is a hook vent. Not an ordinary 
vent,.a hook vent. There is 
no fullness of material as there 
is in the drape shape many 
of us have been wearing, and 
the effect is one of neatness, 
if not actual snugness. In fact, 
it has been rather snidely sug- 
gested that the same effect 
can be achieved by wearing a 
suit a couple of sizes too small. 

The trousers have no pleats 
in the front, are cut slimmer 
all the way down, and a char- 
acteristic is quite often a half 
belt with buckle in the back. 
The ubiquitous buckle in the 
back, as a matter of fact, has 
become something of a bone of 
contention in the whole Ivy 
set-up. It's supposed to be 
there to adjust the trousers to 
the desired snugness around 
the hips. All it really does, 
says one clothing merchant who 
prefers to remain nameless, is 
ruin upholstery and seat cov- 


ers. 

One merchant tells of mak- 
ing an automobile trip wear- 
ing a pair of Ivy League 
slacks with a belt in the back. 
After several days of driving 
he discovered to his horror 
that the buckle had gradually 
worn a hole clear through 
the upholstery of his brand 
new Buick. 

“/ But whereas pure Ivy is still 
somewhere in neighbor- 
h of 16 per cent of the 
market, the Ivy influence is 
something else again. Clothing 
men everywhere look upon it 
with favor. 

“It's one of the greatest 
things that’s happened’ in 
years,” says Bob Sokol, buyer 
at Stix Baer and Fuller. “Even 
if you don't go for pure Ivy, 
the Ivy League influence is 
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everywhere. It has affected all 
men’s styles, clear down the 
line, and it’s the first real 
style change since the drape 
came along before World War 
_ 


THE IVY INFLUENCE, Sokol 
says, has brought about a new 
look that’s neater and cleaner. 
The wide shoulders, the drape, 
the low cut two-button jacket 
designed to show off a necktie 
three and a half inches wide, 
all are gone. Instead, it’s the 
narrow, trim, slim look, and we 
owe it all to Ivy League. 

The Ivy trend started here 
in the Middle West, Sokol says 
looking back, with the high 
school and college boys who 
discovered chino slacks, with 
no pleats and belts in the back. 
They were trim and neat and 
the boys liked them. 

Seeing the thing coming, 
Sokol started a couple of years 
ago a department which he 
called “The Little Ivy Shop.” 
It didn't do much at first, but 
it's been growing steadily. 
They're getting ready to 
change the name now, how- 
ever. They're going to call it 
“The Natural Corner.” 

They have discovered that 
the term Ivy League can be 
a boomerang. Out in Clayton, 
Harvey, Ltd., of Providence, 
R.1., has opened a shop which 
is sort of Middle West Brooks 
Brothers. When you ask him 
about Ivy League, Ted La- 
pides, the manager, lowers his 
eyes and says in tones of gen- 
tle reproof, “We never use 
the term. We call them natu- 
ral shoulder suits.” The com- 
pany, an old one in the East, 
opened a St. Louis branch be- 
cause they felt the Middle 
West was ready. 


Net that Ivy League will 
take over. People who like 
that type of clothing have 
always been a Small minor- 
ity, Lapides insists, and they 
will always be a minority. 
But there are a lot more of 
them than there used te be. 

“We're reaching more peo- 

ple than we ever have,” he 
says, “and people who wear 
the style like it. They will 
stay with it.” 

A survey of clothing mer- 
chants around the town shows 
that even those who aren't go- 


ing Ivy have felt the Ivy in- 
fluence. A good example is 
Wilkinson's, where veteran 


clothing man John Fritsch says, 
“It's a terrific trend and jt's 
giving the Business a shot in 
the arm, but we don't even 
touch it.” 

As for accessories, Fritsch is 
the last to deny that the Ivy

A Place to See 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 

THIS IS A BEAUTIFUL CITY, It was always beautiful 
and I have never stood within it without catching my breath. 
Like Pompeii, it is prettier without people. The snowy 
buildings, the broad avenues, the sun-spangled streams and 
heii ali cig _ om the kelly green hills are 
OE entrancing by them- 
selves. Add to this black 
streams of people, thou- 
sands of taxicabs and 
trucks, the smoke of in- 
dustry, and you have less. 
In this.city, I know 
places, not people. Al- 
ways the same places. 
My favorite spot is the 
Custis-Lee mansion at 
the top of Arlington 
Cemetery. The house is 
as it was when Robert E. 
Lee stood between the 
fluted columns before 
the beginning of the Civil 
War. The view was down 
across the cascading 
glen-dimpled hills to the 
smooth Potomac river. 
Beyond it he saw the City 
of Washington and the

Army, sits on 
the inside edge of the bed holding the hand of the Presi- 
dent “so that, if he recovered consciousness for an instant 
in his blindness he would know that he had a friend.” ) 


I leave. There are other places, and always

Secret Police Chief Beria Gave ‘Him Choice of U.S. or Siberia for Family and Relatives

“COMRADE BERIA would 
like to see you. Come with us 

lease.” 

The words of the secret 
policemen terrified me. 

I felt no consolation in the 
fact that I was friendly with, 
and held in high esteem by, im- 
portant members of the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Com- 
munist party, and the secret 
police. 

As we rode toward Moscow's 
dreaded Lubyanka Prison, hid- 
den behind the brownstone In- 
terior Ministry, I felt a sense 
of impending doom that June 
day in 1940. 

I thought of my wife, Myra, 
and the adorable 11-month-old 
son, Leonid (Larry), we had 
adopted only two months 
before. 

Why, I kept asking myself, 
would Secret Police Chief 
Lavrenti Beria, one of the 
most powerful men in all 
Russia, call for me? 

Even as we passed through 
the iron gates to enter the 
grim prison building which 
served as headquarters for the 
secret police. I was thinking 
desperately, analyzing, review- 
ing. my past activities, trying 
to uncover any wrong I might 
have committed. 

T thought back to the days of 
1931-32 when I had spied on 
Leon Trotsky for the secret 
police. How since then I had 
carried out important journal- 
istic assignments, including the 
editorship of anti-German 
newspapers. 

Armed sentries patroled the 
long corridor we walked 
through to reach Beria’s first 
floor offiee. 

Four men were in the room 
when I was admitted. Beria, 
wearing a dark blue business 
suit, sat at his desk studying 
some papers through his rim- 
less, pince-nez glasses. 

One of the three uniformed 
officers was Peter Vassilievich 
Fedotov. He was the man re- 
sponsible for Stalin’s safety 
and also chief of the foreign 
section of the N.K.V.D. (secret 
police). 

Fedotov, an old friend, greet- 
ed me warmly, as did his assist- 
ants, Matusow and Swerdlov, 
putting me at ease.

At the height of the festivi- 
ties, Fedotov took me aside to 
a corner of the room. 

“Comrade Sobolevicius,” he 
declared with a grimness that 
sounded strange .at such a gay 
affair, “I want to remind you 
of your mission as you prepare 
to leave us.

NEW YORK, Nov. 18. 


WHEN IN Michigan last 
week, I found myself reading 
the Detroit Free Press, trying 
to find out what that part of 
the country is particularly in- 
terested in. 

One editorial Gacuaewe Pres- 
ident Eisenhower’s wisdom in 
giving the country information 
on his health and mentioned 


that, by his example, he was 
encouraging annual health 
checkups. 


Then there was an editorial 
on Representative Walter H. 
Judd’s proposal that the Unit- 
ed Nations undertake a new 
type of aid program to fill a 
gap between technical. assist- 
ance, which provides advice 
and persons to teach industrial 
know-how, and the actual fur- 
nishing of money and materials 
through the International Bank 
for Reconstruction and Devel- 
opment, 


Representative Judd's idea 
is that we should provide 
through voluntary contribu- 
tions “intensive surveys of 
physical resources, train ad- 
ministrators and offer funda- 
mental industrial research.” 
The editorial did not say 
whether these contributions 
should come from individuals 
or governments. _Represen- 
tative Judd thinks such a 
Program would attract pri- 
vate investment to countries 


where there are new re- 
sources to be developed. 
THE DETROIT FREE PRESS 
believes that the important 
part of the program centers in 
Dr. Judd's remark that “private 
capital must be the real source 
of development in any na- 
tion.” The reason the Free Press 
thinks this is a good program 
and hopes it will get U.N. con- 
sideration is because it feels 
such a plan would promote 
our economic system of capi- 
talism. The newspaper feels 
that because of what it calls 
our give-away policy we have 


lost the respect of other na- 


tions. 

The results, of course, would 
depend upon how this new plan 
would be adapted to conditions 
where it is tried out.
